Krassner, who has long admit 
ted to being conspiracy-oriented, 
published an article in City of 
San Francisco magazine in which 
he named a specific Naval Intelli- 
gence Officer as having, infil- 
trated the Manson Family in the 
late 1960's. 

According to that article, the 
alleQed agent's name is Charles _ 
WinaNs. Krassner. claims “that 

inanShad worked in Navy 
Intelligence on a scenario “Pre- 
dieting that the hippie movement . 
would turn to violence and 
witcheraft.” 

Krassner states that he’ 
followed Winans’ path from 
Naval Intelligence to where he 
made contact with Tex Watson, 
one of the members of the 
Manson Family. Krassner writes 
that Winans supplied family 
members with dope, and ap- 
peared to have been instru-

_for their work. FIEBDL CASTRO once stated "We will not die of- 
‘fear, we will die laughing"; thus a dichotomy between hard work 
and iaughing.

On May 8, 1969, the subject was personally observed 
by Special Agents (SAS) of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) while he was a guest speaker at a benefit for the Draft 
and Military Law Panel of the National Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee and the National Lawyers Guild. 


A characterization of the National Emergency

The benefit took place at the Fillmore East, Second

According to its official newspaper,. the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, polities, and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 
NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a 
conviction of manslaughter in comection with the killing of 
an Oakland police officer.

In my own case, since } didn’t like to keep bo- 
thering the elevator operators at my hotel, I would 
use the back staircase, and on one occasion | was 
stopped. I was treated with more courtesy than I had 
been when I was stopped in New York with a suspi- 
cious-looking package during the Mad Bomber days. 

(During my whole two-week stay in Cuba, I 
deliberately did mot wear my lapel card indicating 
that 1 was an invited—though paying—guest of the 
government.) 

The Cubans are alert, but they are not trigger- 
happy. Nor are any chances being taken. Some Amer- 
icans invited 4 militia-man to have a drink with them. 
He accepted to be gracious, but the bartender refused 
to eerve him. Had he drunk even one beer while on 
duty he would have been dismissed. The next day, 
though, the militia-man invited the Americana to his 
home for dinner. 

‘The Cuban people were cogdial and friendly 

and warm. What I was concerned about waa the ap- 
parent lack of a free preas—one, that is, which could 
be critical of the revolutionary government. 
The day before I arrived in Cubs, the last such 
paper, /nformacion, had stopped pablishing. As far 
ae 1 could determine, it was not forced to stop; it 
had originaily been functioning on a Butinta subsidy, 
and now the money had simply ran out. 

One of the slogans in Cubs i: “In God We 
Trust and in the Revolution We Relieve.” And they 
mean it.

The difference be- 
tween Hitler and Castro ia frightfully simple. Hitler's 
Rpeeches were on an emotional level for the purpose 
of accomplishing what was essentially Evil. Castro's 
speeches are on a rational level for the purpose of ac- 
complishing what is esaentially Good. It's aa cowboys- 
and-Indians as that. 

And unleas you've seen Castro speak (not the 
out-of-context bits on TV) or read complete transia- 
tions of his speeches, you have absolutely no right 
to make any judgments,

By and large, however, the older generation is not 
prepared to listen to any fundamental criticism of “the 
American character” and of what Langston Hughes 
calls “the ways of white folks.” They think they want 
to engage in self-examination and to correct the obvi- 
our flaws in this faltering society. But in most cases 
they go right up to the threshhold ef searching analysis 
and treatment. then quickly retreat 

During the Washington conference | was repeatedly 
reminded of « frequent episode in the offce of a Man- 
hattan dentist. Many of his patients work in the same 
building. He ix never surprised to receive an urgent 
call from a man or woman in agens from a neglected 
tooth, begging for an immediate appointment. Within 
five or ten minutes they yank open the duor of his 
alice, suddenly grind to a halt and exclaim: “My God, 
the pain has stopped." Almost invariably, they wish to 
turn right around and depart without any treatment. 

Obviously, these white-collar patients know they 
need radical treatment on « tooth that minutes before 
“killing” them. The touth ix afraid; the patient is 
raid: white America, with its deep-seated guilt about 
racism and colonialism, is afraid. By neglect. this coun- 
try ix lusing everything in the world and will soon stand 
naked xnd alone. 

To date, much of the fault has iain with colored 
Americans. We have not spoken out forcefully enough. 
Yesterday | renewed an old friendship with Edward R. 
Murrow, now the director. as you know, of the US. 
Information Agency. 1 spent a half hour in his office. 
I went to sce him on an entirely different matter and 
not on this preblem. But in the course of our conversa- 
tiun [ suggested that he ought to gather half a dozen 
articulate young Negroes—men not beholden to the 
white community such aa Daniel Watts of this Libera- 
tion Committee for Africa and Robert Williams of the 
Monroe, N. C., NAACP—and arrange for at least a half 
day session with intelligent leaders in this Administra- 
tion: himself, fur example, and Chester Bowles and 
Robert Kennedy.

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the parallels for the general public at a time when 
anti-Cuban emotions are as inflamed and irration- 
al as were the racist emotions in that medieval 
Alabama community thirty years ago; 

the parallels for the judicial integrity of Judge 
Mitchell D. Schweitser, under heavy psyehological 
and patriotic pressure from above; 

the parallels for Alexander Herman, the prosecutor 
who acknowledges extra-legal influences om bis 
oficial conduct; 

the parallels for the false prosecution witaeeens 
wham the CIA flew in from Miami and our milion- 
dollar invasion base in Guatemala; 

the parallels in this sick and twisted country for Jean 
and Negroes who fled to New York precisely to 
escape kangaroo tribunals in their home com- 
taunities, 

Before he died 8 or 9 years ago, Haywood Patter- 
son, one of the nine Scottsboro boys, dictated a deeply 
moving book on the case. Let me quote his opening 
words : 

“The freight train leaving out of Chattanooga, go- 
ing around the mountain curves and hills of Tennessee 
into Alabama, it went eo slow anyone could get off 
and back on. That gave the white boys the ides they 
could jump off the train and pick up rocks, carry 
back on, and chunk them at us Negre boys. The trouble 
began when 3 or 4 white boys cromed over the oil 
tanker that 4 of us colored fellows from Chattancons 
were in. One of the white boys, he stepped on my hand 
and liked to have knocked me off the train. I didn’t 
say anything then, bot the same guy, he brushed by 
me again and liked to have pushed me off the car. 1 
caught hold of the side-of the tanker to keep from 
falling off. | made a complaint about it, and the white 
boy talked back——mean, serious, white folks’ Southern 
talk. That is bow the Scottsbors cuse began—with a» 
white foot om my black hand.” 

Two years ister, when a courageus jedge of the 


Alabama Cireuft Court, Judge James E. Morton, re- 
versed the second conviction of Haywood Patterson, he 
summed up what had transpired: 

“On March 25, 1931, the prosecutrix, Vietoria Price, 
and Ruby Bates, her companion {both white], boarded 
a freight train at Chattanooga, Tennessee, for the pur- 
pose of going to Huntsville, Alabama. On the same 
train were seven white boys, and twelve Negroes, who 
it appears participated or are charged with participat- 
ing in the occurrences on such train. All were tramps 
or *hoboing’ their way upon this same freight train. . . - 
There have been two trials in this case; one at Scotts- 
boro and the other the recent trial at Decatur. The 
trial at Scottaboro was reversed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, who declared the defendants did 
not have the assistance of counsel. The motion in this 
case is upon the result of the trial at Decatur. The 
evidence at the trial at Decatur was vastly more ex- 
tensive and differed in many important respects from 
the evidence at Scottsboro. . . .” 

In the first trial, aa Haywood Patterson tells it in 
hia great book of social protest: “The girls got up and 
kept on lying. There was only one thing the people in 
the courtroom wanted to hear. Bailey [H. G, Bailey— 
the prosecutor] would ask, ‘Did the niggers rape you?” 
“Yes,” the girl would answer. ... When Bailey Snished 
with me he said to the jury: ‘Gentlemen of the jiry, 
I don’t say give that nigger the chair... . You know 
your dut; .. All I can say is, hide him. Get him out 
of our sight.... They're not our niggers. Lock at their 
eyes, look at their hair. gentlemen. They look like 
something just broke out of the zoo. Guilty or not 
guilty, let's get rid of these niggers." 


I was in Cuba last September when the little 
Venezuelan girl was killed in the El Prado Restaurant 
free-for-all. For quite some time I had no clear idea 
of the facts about the man popularly suspected of 
firing the fatal shot. But at that distance, 90 miles from 
our shores, I was appalled at the hasty “trial” and con- 
viction of Francisco Molina in the New York headlines. 
The Alabama dailies did no worse in 1981 in con- 
victing the Scottsboro boys. The loaded physical de- 
scriptions of Molina by the press in general and by 
federal] and municipal spokesmen were a4 designedly 
inflammatory as was the courtroom description of the 
Scottsboro boys that I just quoted by that Deep South 
prosecutor. 

This comes as no great shock to @ Negro, except 
for its virtual unanimity in the Molina case. By the time 
I entered kindergarten in Boston at the age of four 
1 knew, from dinner table conversation, that the U.8. 


8 Puerto Rican assistant or Puerto Rican detective 
present in the courtroom. 2 

These three Negro prosecutor friends told me fur- 
ther of a special room in the D.A.’s office where mem- 
bers of the staff can secretly watch a defendant as 
he confers with his lawyer and with relatives. If 1 
recall correctly—and on this point I am not 100 per 
cent positive of my memory—the prosecutors can also 
eavesdrop on these supposedly private and privileged 
conversations, * 

The three friends have also given me countless il- 
lustrations of what I have learned independently on 
my own: namely, that New York cops are the most 
brazen, most gratuitous, most insulting liars in the 
world. And in this city’s five boroughs not a judge ur

@ prosecutor has the guts to cite or jai] any of these 
official perjurers. 

Earlier, I referred to the differences between the 
Molina case and the case of the nine Scottsboro boys. 
Again let me quote from Haywood Patterson’ 
as he and his co-sufferera languished in jail: 

“Mail and money was coming to me from Nancy 
Cunard, of the [Cunard] ship lines: She sent $25 a 
month. Kay Boyle, an American writer living in 
France, she sent letters and money and pictures of 
her family. From people all over money was coming 
in, so we fellows didn’t have to depend on the witched- 
up atews the prison served as food. ... We heard 
big shots like Albert Einatein and Thomas Mann come 
out for us in Europe. We didn't know who these people 
were but figured from the way Alabama papers 
quavered about it that they had say-4o.” 

Where, in 1961, are the big names in the defense 
of Francisco Molina? Where are the worldwide demon- 


we conveniently forgotten our plous lectures to the 
Nazis at Nuremberg about the virtues and inescapable 
obligation of individual responaibility white one’s gov- 
crnment is committing crimes? 

During the Scottsboro case even lowly persona in 
the most unlikely places were moved to compaasion. 
On page 43 Haywood Patterson cites the case of a 


prison guard: 
“One of the guards was a friend of oura, very good 
about wanting to help us fellows... . The evening came 


when this fellow, he wanted us to sing a song for him 
und we raised our voices: 

Let's go duwn to Jordan, 

Let's go down to Jordan, 

Hallelujah... 


the prosscution-minded, . conviction-minded, headline- 
seeking judge in Brooklyn. Patterson tella about it'in 
his own way: 

“It was a big sensation when Ruby Bates walked 
into court and Liebowitz called her for the defense. 
Right off she changed her story from what she gave 
at Scottsboro. . . .” 

Likewise, the Molina case. 

Prosecutor Herman, stunned, tried to ridicule Hum- 
berto Triana’s repudiation of bia perjured testimony. 
Exactly the same thing happened in Alabama, as Hay- 
wood Patteraon. continues: 

“Attorney General Knight, he tried to break her 
atory but he couldn't. He tried to show she was bought 
by the defense but he couldn't shake her story she 


“Then he left us to go home to Hartselle, About an 
hour later the guards came to our cell door and said, 
“You remember the boy you just aang.some songs for? 
... He's dead. He just gone home and killed himself.” 
He waa like many nice Christian white folke there 
who didn’t like what wes going on.” 

Since I know something firat hand about the uni- 
form@i and corrupt bullies who guard Francisco Molina 
at the Tomba prison in New York City, I feel safe in 
assuming that towards Molina they are more royalist, 
more anti-Castro than the CIA, more punitive and 
vindictive than prosecutor Herman, more belittling of 
4 prisoner's human dignity than the wretched guards 
on Southern chain gangs. None of them that I've ever 
met would ever have the sensitivity to commit suicide 
as a nudge to the consctence of persons in high places. 
Even the U.S. press coverage of the numerous 
Scottsboro trials and appesla was more factual and 
more extensive than the coverage of the outrageou 
Molina trial. On November 80, 1968, for example,-

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A Combet Report: My Sortie Against 
Fidel Castro's Phantom MIG Planes

I am a newspaper reporter, and hence an insular 
person. I believe in strict non-intervention in the affairs 
of another. man‘a paper. At least, that was my policy 
until the iavasion of Cuba, when [ iest my former re- 
solve, and tried to shoot some of Castro's phantom MIG 
planes off the front page of the Timex, a neighboring 
New York paper. 

Thad bought the Times’ early edition of April 19th, 
on the crucial second evening of the invasion. There 1 
read, in the five-column lead headline. that: 

MIGS AND TANKS ATTACK REBELS 

A blunt statement, indeed: there were MiGs in the 
air—no doubt about that, I conceded. But, by the time 
I had finished the news story under the head, I had 
found that the situation was not quite so simple. I had 
discovered that the attribution for the MIGs being 
aloft was a “communique” from the anti-Castro Revo- 
lutionary Council (whose leaders, it later turned out, 
were just then prisoners of the C.I.A. and were being 
held incommunicado). 

Moreover, the reporter responsible for the story. 
Tad Szule {pronounced Schultzj, had written that, 
while there had been some reports of MIGs, in crates, 
being brought to Cuba, “there have been no reports of 
MIGa actually flying”—a statement that contradicted 
what was said in the headline. 

Scule said. further, in a sentence that could win a 
prize for the number of hedgée, of which there were 
five, set to surround a single newspaper statement: 
“Some exile sources here [Miami] speculated that the 
MIGs, if they had appeared in the air, may have been 
flown by Soviet-bloc ‘volunteers.’ * 

As I read this, I felt the habita of a lifetime dis- 
solving within me, I reached for the telephone on my 
night table, and dialed LAckawanns 4-1000. 1 was con- 
nected with the news department, and a toiler there 
read through the story, paragraph by paragraph, with 
me; he agreed that it failed to support the point-of-fact 
headline which it had been given. The first Late edition 
was on the press and running, he said, but he would see 
to it that the matter waa straightened out in the final 
edition. 

T bought the last Times on the way to work the next 
Morning; a glance told me that there had been changes 
—perhaps my call had been heeded! 3 unfolded the

A change, indeed, but not a correction. Instead of 
writing a more accurate head, the Times’ people had 
the story to fit the sense of the one that was 
ly written. Deep down in the text, for example, 


mimeo machine had turned the wheels of history down- 
stairs in the Timea’ pressroom cellars. 

That Castro used no Russian planes was admitted. 
officially, the following week; he had won with American 
jet planes—originaily given to Batista! 

Facts aside, though. there was a quite specific pur- 
pose for the release by the C.I.A. of the patently inac- 
curate MIG story, so cheerfully swallowed by the Times 
and other newspapers. 4 

The C.LA.. from the start, had promised U.S. air 
support to the Cuban invaders. In fact, six aircraft care 
riers—The Essex, Wasp, Bonhomme Richard, Shangri- 
La. Independence and Randolphe—were in, or headed 
for, Cuban waters during the week of the invasion. 

President Kennedy, to his credit, recognized that 
such support would have meant war with Cuba, and 
devided to sit on the order to send up the air cover. In 
effect, he told the CLA. which begged for a total com- 
mitment, that if the Cubans would land, they must go it 
alone; they'd get no more help than they'd already been 
given. 

However, the President permitted his decision to 
remain open; he ordered the concentration of U.S. ships 
and planes fo continue through the week against the 
chance that he would reverse hia decision. 

(Cuban exiles have complained, in recent weeks, that 
25 American jets, which were to have been flown, not 
by U.S. airmen, but by Cuban rebel pilots, remained 
grounded at an airstrip in Florida during the invasion. 
They say that these planes, operational, would have 
brought them te victory.) 

During the very hours that the Times wrote—and 
stayed with—its inaccurate and provocative headline, 
the invasion chief, Roberto San Roman, now Castro’s 
prisoner, sent an urgent and, as it turned out, final plea 
to the President for air support. 

Joseph Newman, chief U.N. correspondent for the 
New York Herald Tribune, wrote later (on May Ist) 
that .San Roman “apoke from a walkie-talkie to a ship 
which relayed hia message . . . Richard Biasel, Jr., 
deputy director of the C.I.A. [who waa in charge of the 
Cuban adventure] alerted some of the key men in Wash- 
ington. These advisors awoke President Kennedy at 
2 a.M. Apri] 19, and disouased the crisis for two hours. 
"They argued in favor of air support from the American 
aircraft carrier [sic] in the Caribbean in a last attempt 
to save the situation.” 

Tt was, by then, too late, and the President stuck by 
hia refusal to allow the U.8, to be drawn in further. 

Did the C.1.A. lie to the President as it lied to the 
public (all Revolutionary Council statements were, then, 
at ita behest) about the presence of MIGs over Cubs? 
That, we may never know, but it ia clear that the atory 
was circulated to juatify, both before and after the 
fact, an extension of U8. involvement in Cobs. The 
facta of the case, MiGs or no MIGs, might never have 
been queationed (and what if they had?) once we had 
retaken Havana. 
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Judge Schweitzer, that Alabama judge elso knew what 
apparently vou two gentlemen have forgotten: namely, 
the inevitable self-destruction that flows from con- 
trived injustice. Even Ruby Bates, low whore that 
ashe was, seemed to sense the stern moral penalties of 
railroading innocent persons. On that crucial ethical 
point. here is what Judge Horton said at the be- 
ginning of his lengthy, majestic decision: 

“Deliberate injustice is more fatal to the one who 
imposes than tu the one on whom it is imposed, The 
victim may die quickly and bis suffering cease, but 
the teachings of Christianity and the uniform lessons 
of all histury illustrate without exception that its 
perpetratura not only pay the penalty themselves, but 
their children through endless generations. . . . The 
law wisely recognizes the passions, prejudices and 
sympathies that such cases as these naturally arouse, 
but sternly req tires of its ministers freedom from such 
actuating impulses.” 

Haywood Patterson said of Judge Horton: “His 
decision maile me feel good. I saw there could be white 
folks in the South with a right mand.” In slightly 
revised phraxeology I hope that Francisco Motina wilt 
be saying the same soft words about Judge Schweitzer 
after the judge rules on the motion for a new trial. 

I am sending copies of this article to Judge 
Schweitzer and to prosecutor Herman. I doubt that. on 
suber retlection, either man would prefer the transitory. 
fleeting approval of the primitive ideological fanatics 
and assassins in the CIA to the permanent ill repute 
of posterity. During the April invasion of Cuba, the 
CIA agent in charge showed their total contempt for 
even educated, English-speaking, American-trained 
Cubans by locking up the Cuban counter-revolutionary 
leaders, ut gunpoint, in a Florida shack and issuing 
battle communiqués in their name, unbeknown to them. 

All my intuitive faculties tell me that those same 
agenta who have worked with Mr. Herman in the Mo- 
lina case have equal contempt for the prosecutor, a 
member of a minority group in many ways more 
despised than Negroes or “sweaty, lazy” working-class 
Latins such as Molina, The CIA agenta with use Mr. 
Herman for their nefarious international purposes, and 
then call him vile anti-Semitic names behind his back. 
Mr. Herman's boss, Frank Hogan, a devout Catholic, 


the direction of Catholics. There ie no limit, once the 
poison breaks through the dikes. 

In his better moments, Judge Sekweitser must re- 
call and aspire to the courage of a Judge Horton or 
to the towering greatness of « Juation Brandeis or as 
Justice Black.

frailty. If Molina has suffered injustice—and he has— 
it's because we are all unjust. We are all more or less 
content to earn a tainted living in a profoundly unjust 
and unbalanced society. Only the rare jurist, rare 
prosecutor, rare individual rises above the saturating 
injustice and corruption. (Recently Rick Gregory, the 
Negro comedian. has put into words a long-nagging 
doubt I have had about the end-product of the civil 
rights struggle. In a joke brimming with symbolism, 
Gregory tells about sitting in at a lunch counter for 
six months: “Finally. when it was integrated, they 
didn't have what I wanted!”) 


To speak in revolutionary terms—the only terms 


+ that make sense if we are to survive—we must indi- 


vidually and collectively create the kind of seccial 
atmosphere in which a North American prosecutor. 
however ambitious or ruthless he may be, cannot suborn 
perjury in a criminal or a political trial. We must 
strive for the kind of calm and detached judicial 
system in which a Judge Schweitzer would feel com- 
pelled to lock up any CIA agent who dared to inter- 
vene in hia courtroom. 

With an humble eye on the revolutions for social 
justice in the newly independent nations, we must 
revolutionize the thinking and the values of our fellow 
countrymen 80 that they will no longer tolerate those 
monstrous Jily-white, white-collar, class conscious, so- 
cially insensitive “hangmen’s juries"—better known as 
blue-ribbun juries — whether it's in the borough of 
Manhattan alonguide the Statue of Liberty. in the 
town of Scottsboro, Alabama, or in the feudal area 
of Jackson, Mississipp 

The test of everything is its durability. The case 
against Franciseo Molina will not endure, it cannot 
endure, because of the dead weight of falsehood and 
prejudice. 

Indeed, the prosecution’s case has already fallen 
apart. I doubt that Francisco Molina is trembl; in 
his cell tonight. But I have no doubt that a cértain 
Manhattan prosecutor and his CYA buddies are 
trembling tonight because the case is being more and 
widely exposed and because they know that many 
Americana, true to our best traditions, do not believe 
in framing innocent men. 

Nothing is ever settled until it is settled right. 
Judge Schweiteer and Mr. Herman, the Molina case 
will never be settled; it will continue to haunt you 
gentlemen, until you set Francisco Molina free.
